Cafeteria makes changes to combat spread of germs

receives major funding

spenders, Conestoga College has big plans for growth 
and the money to back them up. 

Conestoga received over $88 million in funds from all 
three levels of government between May and August. 
The money is earmarked for expanding current pro- 
grams and establishing new campuses. 

"We will be able to expand and support the growth of this 
dynamic region and broaden our offerings in applied learn- 
ing and research," said Conestoga president John Tibbits 
in a press release. "This next step will confirm our nation- 
al standing as a leading polytechnic institute." 

We congratulate Conestoga administrators and staff 
for securing this funding and commend their grand 
vision for the college's future. 

In May, the federal and provincial governments com- 
bined for over $72 million in funding which will be used to 
expand the Waterloo and Guelph campuses, and build a 
new one in Cambridge. The Waterloo campus will add an 
advanced roofing facility and also a training centre for 
skills related to heating, ventilation and air conditioning. 
The Guelph campus expansion will enable the college to 
provide automotive skills training related to alternative 
fuels, motor coaches, small engine vehicles and heavy 
equipment. Meanwhile, the new Cambridge campus will 
specialize in technology for industries such as munufactur- 
ing. transportation, renewable energy and food processing. 

In June, the Doon campus received $13 million to 
expand its Health and Life Sciences School. 

The goal is to increase space and enrolment with reno- 
vations, additional simulation labs for better hands-on 
learning and upgraded multimedia technology in class- 
rooms. Conestoga also hopes to join forces with the 
University of Waterloo and their health education centre 
in downtown Kitchener. Earlier this spring, the Region 
of Waterloo pledged over $8 million to this project. 

Another announcement came in August with $3.3 million 
from Ottawa for a new Ingersoll campus. It is slated to 
open in spring 2010 and offer programs for power line tech- 
nicians. fork lift operators and computer programmers. 

Everyone at Conestoga should be proud of the outlook 
our leaders hold for the future and offer their unwavering 
support for continued growth and expansion.
